United Railways for permission to issue receivers’ 
certificates to take up underlying bonds and pay 
interest due on general bonds wil! be to hasten 
the reorganization of the company by forcing an 
early end to the receivership. Expert opinion on 
the decision is closely divided. Even among rep. 
resentatives of the bondholders judgment is at 
variance. A curious commentary on the predic- 
tion that the decision would be a loss to the public 
as well as to the property is the fact that bonds on 
-he market responded favorably to the decision. 

The public in general is not immediately affected. 
It the best possible service within the limitations 
of the company’s income is provided i!t is littie 
concerned. There i$ a direct concern, however 
for that part of the public living on property not 
served by present lines. After a receivership of 
four years and a half, during which extensions were 
not permitted, there must be a considerable terri- 
tory in need of new trackage. 

There is no question but what street transpor- 
tation in St. Louis should be put on a growing 
basis. The city has been fortunate during the 
receivership to have had at the head of the United 
Railwars men of such integrity, competence and 
public spirit as Mr. Wells and Mr. Perkins. Bu? 
as an abstract. as well as practical proposition. 
street transportation should be subject to the con- 
trol of the public's agents rather than to that of a 
court whose first respogsibility is to conserve the 
property and the interests of the investors. 

St. Louis has far outgrown its transportation 
facilities and methods. Bus lines are beginning to 
divide the traffic at an increase of almost 50 per 
cent in fares.

devices” to recover benefits wrested from it by the 
enforcement of the antitrust law. 

Mr. Gruner admits that retail prices hare been 
reduced as a consequence of the late prosecutions. 
Whereas average wholesale prices in St. Louis have 
per cemt since Jan. 1. 1923, average re- 
tail prices have come down 8 per cent. This has 
been brought about. he says, by “the utter demora!- 
ization of the local industry due to the recent anti- 
trust decision putting back into play the forces that 
gave such great satisfaction—on the surface—ts 
the political mind. yet are realiy disastrous to the 
conduct of ‘industry om a moral plane, and 
which, in the case of lumber, are absolutely deroid 
of benefit to the public.”

RS. ANNE RADCLIFFE. 
M who was among the first of 


the feminine novelists of En- 
giand to attain great popular rec- 
ognition and liberal financial rec- 
ompense by her labors, published 
her first romance, “The Casties of 
Athlin and Dunbayne,.” 136 years 
ago. This was followed in 1790 by 
“The Sictiian Romance.” Her third 
book, “The Romance o, the For- 
est.” placed her on a pinuacie of 
success, and when she wrote her 
“mysteries of Udolpho” she was 
able to command the then amaz- 
ing sur of $2500. So greatly did 


this increase her popularity that 


she was offered $4000 for her next 
work, “The Italian.” Our ances- 
tors used to sit up all night reading 
by candlelight the thrilling tales of 
Mrs. Radcliffe, but she has few 
readers now.
